REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the reactor for 
generating moisture as disclosed in EP 0 922 667 to Ohmi et al. Although the EP publication 
suggests the provision of a heater and cooling unit to the reactor, the prior art does not disclose 
or adequately suggest the provision of the specifically claimed heater and cooling unit to the 
reactor. In particular, the prior art fails to disclose or adequately suggest a reactor for generating 
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moisture, wherein, 

the reactor further comprises fin base plates attached to both the outside walls of the first 
reactor structural component and the second reactor structural component, said fin base plates 
being provided with a plurality of fins, a through hole for the corresponding material gas supply 
joint or moisture gas take-out joint, and a cut/notch of smaller width than the diameter of the 
through hole; and 

the outside wall of the second reactor structural component further comprises a heater, 
wherein the heater is disposed on the outside wall of the second reactor structural component, a 
heater pressing plate presses on the outside of the heater, and said fin base plate is attached to the 
outside of the heater pressing plate.
